OR April U, 1968, Father DomIoIc Corlo\cpy;fii 
St^ Jexome^B Clmroh< 8823 South Prlnce top Avenue^_Cppago, 
lillooiB , advised tmt ia Ootober oX 19S7 be had aade a 
irip to TugaeUFia in order to vl«lt friend* and relatives 
in Croatia^ This was hie first trip to Croatia since he 
escaped froe yugoslaria in 1945« Father Corlo, upon ordi- 
nation to the priesthood, served as a chaplain in an Oitaaha 
DetaohaeDt up until the end of the var in 1945* When the 
cosnunists usurped control of the Yugoslav Ckivernsent in 
1945, Father Corio sae foroed to leave his native land and 
he escaped across the sountains to Trieste, ltaly« Father 
Coric fled to Hose, where he resided for approxisately eight 
years. Oaring this tine he lived in company with Father 
Krunoslav Draganovio, who was allegedly kidnaped by the 
Yugoslav Intelligence Agency while be was visiting friends 
in Trieste, Italy. Father Coric arrived in the United States 
in 1953, at which time he was assigned to the Croatian Semi- 
nary located on South Drexel Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 

Fron 1066 to 1961 Father Coric served as a curate in a 
Croatian parish in the St* Louis area, but in 1961 he was 
transferred back to Chicago, whereby he was assigned to 
St. JTerome^s, 

On October 28, 1967, Father Corio appeared at 
the Aserioan Consulate In Zagreb, Yugoslavia, and advised 
consulate officials that he wras an American oitlsen visit** 
ing relatives in the Zagreb area* At this time Father Coric 
was residing at the Croatian Franoisoan honastery in Zagreb* 

On Ootober 30, 1967, officials from 01^ (Yugoslav 
Intelligence Agency) appeared at the monastery and requested 
to speak with him. Upon meeting these individuals. Father 
Coric was reluctantly escorted to the UDBa Seadquarters 
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In ^grebi Where he was questioned on Ootober 30 1 I967| 
and was forced to renain there overnight « whereupon this 
interrogation continued cm October 31 ^ 1967* At noontltae 
on October 31, 1967| after having been thoroughly quizzed 
concerning Croatian matters in the Onlted States and his 
activities between 1945 and 1959 ^ before be atigrated to 
the Onlted States, ywtber Corlo was allowed to return to 
^ the rmnolsoan llottnstery at Zagreb* Ihther Corlo further 
^ > added that the jpBa offloials were particularly interested 
>?lp therj Idubo^uva lo , publisher of "Sanlca** ("The Homing 
'8tar**}« an antl--conniinls t newspaper published by the Croatian 
^^^yranclaoan Honostery, 4851 South PrezeXi Chicago, Illinois, 
ji'atber Cuvalo Is also the publisher of various other anti- 
^^uonaunlst publloations printed in the Croatian lan^ge* 
fie was als^lnterrogated concerning his relationship with 
one B rankowllc ^ who Is an active Croatian anti-oomonlst 
and fonaer iwewher of the Croatian Qstasha (Croatian pro** 

Oeman fascists during Vorld War XX) and who presently resides 
in West Berlin. These offioials also desired Inforsatlon 
concerning antl->coBnunlat Croatian groups In OerMtuy, France, 
Spain, and Auatn'alia, of which Father Corlo might have 
knowledge. Father Corlo also advised that they were very 
Interested ^ his association with and knowledge of 
mtheri g^cwlayuraga nowio . with when he resided and worked 
— ^In Hone for anproktsately eight years. Father Corlo further 
advised that these offioials adviasd him to warn Father 
Ljubo Cuvalo to tone down his antl^KSosnunist propaganda 
and lies In his various American publications. 

Father Coric further added that he gave those 
Individuals as little Information as possible and he did 
not cooperate with then In any way. Opon being returned 
to the Croatian Franolscan Monastery lo Zagreb, he was never 
again oontaoted by these individuals during his trip to 
yugoelavla. 
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
